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CHICAGO STRIKE VIOLENCE GROWS 


W; 


MILK TRUCKS 
PUSHED INTO 
RIVER; BURNED 


.Thousands of Quarts of Milk Dumped in 


Street Gutters as Blockade Becomes 100 
Per Cent Effective—Attempt Made to Halt 
Trains—Peace Moves Under Way. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 8—(AP)— 


Violence broke out in every 
section of the city today as 
the Chicago milk blockade be- 
came 100 per cent effective. 


Three trucks were pushed into 
the Chicago river at widely separ- 
ated points, another 
truck was 
burned when its driver attempted to 
make deliveries in violation of the 
embargo. 
Thousands of quarts of milk were 
dumped in street gutters. Police 
were swamped with telephone calls 
from dairies demanding protection. 
Dumping of milk and other vio- 


lence extended for a 100 mile radius 
about the city. At least three at- 
tempts were made to halt trains 
carrying milk toward Chicago from 
Wisconsin. 
The Pure Milk association, organ- 
ization of 18,000 militant farmers, 
announced progress was being made 
to settle the strike. All Chicago 
dairies were sent copies of a con- 
tract under which they would agree 
to pay a basic price of $1.85 a hun- 
dred for milk. 
Settlement Expected. 


"I expect a strike settlement by 
tonight with general acceptance of 
the. new contract," said A. M. Krahl, 
director of public relations for Pure 
Milk. 
It was believed the association 


might permit dairies signing "the 
contract "to be supplied with milk 
for delivery in Chicago. Under such 
a system, representatives of the as- 
sociation probably would ride with 
trucks of certain companies hauling 
milk into the city. 
In the district outside of Chicago, 
the strike -was-htghly organized with 
pickets and roving "flying squads" 
of farmers keeping on contact by 
telephone to enforce the strike. 
Two hundred farmers attempted to 
halt a Northwestern train carrying 
milk through Waukegan, HI. 
The 
fanners attempted to flag down the 
train with red flares, but the en- 
gineer suspected the purpose of the 
signals, put on speed and passed 
through.

Drivers Arrested. 


A score of union milk wagon driv- 
ers were arrested, but most of them 
speedily released, in Chicago. They

FRANCE AGREES 
TO BOOST QUOTA 


ON U. S. GOODS 


Imports Will Be In- 


creased Threefold on 
American Products. 


PARIS, Jan. 8—W—France agreed 
today to increase 
threefold 
the 


quotas on American products as 
announced at the first of the year. 


The United States embassy an- 
nounced the conclusion of this ar- 
rangement 
whereby 
the United 
States will be exempted from the 
French policy to reserve three- 
quarters of its import quotas for 
bargaining purposes. 


While the announced arrange- 
ment does not gi'e full satisfac- 
tion to American business inter- 
ests, it restores the quotas as they 
affect the United States to the 
figures of 1932. 


The automobile imports still are 
hit as the quota is based on 1932 
frgures which were smaller than 
the 1933 motor imports. 


The agreement excludes apples, 
pears, mechanical tools other than 
those for agriculture, lamps, and 
radio arfiaratus from the bargain- 
ing quotas.

Bakers Contended Provi- 


sion On Maximum 
Weight Unworkable. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 8—(AP)— 


The right of Nebraska to regulate 
the weight of loaves of bread was 
upheld today by the Supreme 
court, when the state's law was 
sustained. 


Its validity was attacked by the 
P. F. Petersen Baking company 
and others. 


They contended they could com- 
ply with the law fixing the mini- 
mum weight of the loaves, 
but 
that the regulations fixing the 
maximum would deprive them of 
constitutional rights. It was phys- 
ically impossible, they asserted, to 
comply with it. 
The regulation provided that 


loaves should not exceed the pre- 
scribed weight for 12 hours after 
cooling by more than three ounces. 


It developed during argument of 


counsel that the baking companies 
had not attempted to have the 
regulations modified to meet their 
objections before bringing suit. 


Counsel for the state was stopped 


by the court during his oral argu- 
ment, the jurists seemingly not 
being impressed with the 
con- 
tentions of the baking companies.

S. Supreme court upholding the 
validity of the Nebraska standard 
bread weight statute. — 


Good said the regulations pre- 


scribed by the department-of-agri- 
culture for enforcing the: law will 
become operative when the TJ.

enjoineo. pending decision of the 
case. 
The baking companies which at- 


tacked the law and the tolerance 
provision in the department's regu- 
lations, probably will apply to the 
department for modification there- 
of in line with their claim that 
they were unable to comply with 
the existing tolerance provisions, 
Good said.

—Serge "Handsome Alex" Stavisky, 
alleged $40,000,000 swindler, shot 
himself in the head today when po- 
lice surrounded him in a hidden 
villa. He was at first thought to 
have died instantly but a hastily 
summoned physician found a sign 
of life. 
A battle immediately was begun 
to save Stavisky from death in or- 
der to turn him over for trial. 
Application of restoratives brought 
an apparent consciousness to the 
man who had. been sought for two 
weeks following the collapse of .the 
Bayonne 
pawnshop 
which 
he 


founded.Lapses Into a Coma, 
Later, however, he lapsed into a 


coma and the doctor said he feared 
the wound was mortal. 
Stavisky was living alone fa one 
room of a villa at the foothills of 
the French Alps.. 
The secret .service traced him 
there and its agents entered the 
unheated house. No signs of life 
had been seen about it. 
One room,, later found to be the 
only heated quarter in the villa, 
was found 
locked. The 
agents 
knocked at the door. There was 


] no answer.

Convinced that Handsome Alex 


I must be inside, they smashed down 
the door. 
Stavisky was there. As the po- 
lice burst into his hiding place he 
placed a gun to his head and fired. 
Worldwide Search Ends. 
So ended a search conducted on 
a worldwide scale by .the French 
government directed by / Premier 
Camilla Chautemps himself. 
The villa had been rented for 
Stavisky by a lieutenant. 
Stavisky's friends long had said 
that he was prepared to kill him- 
self if captured. They said he car- 
ried a dose of poison with him con- 
stantly. He also carried 
pearls 
valued at Sl.,000,000, they said. ' 
Stavisky's 
wife, who vanished 


from the Claridge hotel on the 
Champs Elysees with their two 
children the day after her husband 
fled, has been located living in a 
small apartment

of a mile of the hotel registered 
under her maiden name. 
Stavisky had issued tremendous 


•amounts of bonds in the name of

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8M/P)—The 
first floor attack on the administra- 
tion this session was made in the 
senato today by Senator Robinson, 
republican. Indiana, who said that 
President Roosevelt's message 
on 
the state of the 
union contained 
nothing but "glittering generalities" 
and that his budget message was 
"amazing.'" 
"One might go through the his- 


tory of the republic and examine ail 
the state papers and find none more 
remarkable than those two." he said, 
referring to the legislative and the 
budget messages. 
"I defy anyone."' he added, "to 
read his message on the state of the 
union and gain any enlightenment 
whatever witii reference to the state 
of the union. 
-His second message—on Uie °ud- 
get—was more unusual than U>c 
first and certainly more amazing in 
its content. 
Says Budget Not Balanced. 
The president very frankly stated 
to the congress that the country 
faces a deficit next July 1 of more 
than $7.000,000,000. This notwith- 
standing the fact that the president 
himself and his spokesmen have 
been going over the country in the 
last six months confidently assuring 
the American people the budget was 
balanced. 
"The truth Is that the buugrl 1* 


not. balanced. It is in a worse con- 
dition than it has ever own in the 
history of thp nation, not excepting 
wartime conditions." 


Robinson challenged the "frank- 
ness" of th* budget message chare- 
ling the president cither "misrepre- 


j sented" the facts or did not know

To Proceed As Long-Awaited Documents 
Reach Here—Mayor To Sign For $175,000 
Loan and $41,000 Grant.

Agreements for the ex- 


change of water extension 
bonds for $216,000 in PWA 
funds were received Monday, 
and it was the belief of city 
officials that construction op- 
erations will be under way 
within two weeks. Signing of 
the agreements by Mayor 
Fenton B. Fleming for the 
city was to be authorized by 
the council as -soon as a minor 
technicality is cleared up. 


Bids have already been received 
on two projects. One is in Wash- 
ington street, from Twenty-ninth 
to Ninth street. The other is in 
Q street from Ninth to Fourteenth 
street. 
The low bids are $82,245 


and $8,798 respectively. 


Get $41,000 Grant. 


The agreements call for a erant 


of $41,000 and a loan of $175,000. 
The bonds will run until January 
15, .1954P the first payment being 
January 15, 1945. Thereafter $17,500 
will be paid annually. The in- 
terest rate is 4 per cent. 


Before the bonds can be turned 


over to the government, their issue , 
must be authorized by an ordi- 
nance which probably will be 
drawn by the same firm of bond 
attorneys in Chicago that drafted 
the ordinances under which pre- 
vious issues have been sold. Tha,.. 
issue will be part of the $2,300,000 
authorized for the building of the 
Ashland project and water 
ex- 
tensions. 


According to the agreements, the 


50 cents an hour minimum wage 
specified in the application 
for 
the loan and grant, will be paid. 
Former servicemen with depen- 
dents, if qualified, will be given 
preference for jobs. The 30-hour 
week schedule will prevail. 


The delay in starting the work - 


on the mains is the result of the 
city engineer being instructed by: 
the director of the PWA admin- 
istration, not to award any con- 
tracts or start operations 
until 


after the agreements signed 
by 


federal authorities have been re- 
ceived.

Tugwell BUI Is 


Explained By Throop 


Says "Brain TnuterV* Plan At- 


tempted to Establish Adver- 
tising Dictatorship. 
Branding the proposal as one of 
the recurring attempts oi "certain 
part of the population" to regulate 
advertising, Frank D. Throop, pub- 
Usher of The Lincoln Star, ex- 
plained the Tugwell bill to the Lin- 
coln Ad club at its meeting Monday 
noon at the chamber of commerce. 
The bill, written by Prof. O. Rex. 


ford Tugwell, a member of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's "brain trust," was 
particularly aimed at foods, drugs 
and cosmetics, Mr. Throop said, an< 
had the earmarks of attempts that 
have always been made to regulate 
advertising. "Many such attempts 
have been purely selfish In that 
they sought to put competing prod- 
ucts out of business," he said. 
Prof. Tugwell's bill, among other 
things, was full of ambiguous and 
inferential clauses, and set up the 
secretary of agriculture as an ab- 
solute dictator of the regulatory 
clauses of the bill, from whom 
there could be no appeal, Mr 
Throop pointed out. 
"But you can't pass laws to elim- 
inate dishonesty," Mr. Throop said 
He stated, too, that during thirty 
years in the newspaper business he 
had seen advertising "improve won- 
derfully," mainly through the ef* 
forts of the advertisers and pub- 
lishers themselves. 
The Tugwell bin has, however

Their plan of orchard sanitation 
and pest eradication specifically 
called for 380 jobs to last 30 days, 
in 
Richardson, 
Nemaha, 
Cass 
Otoe, Sarpy, Douglas, Washington, 
Dodge, Saunders, and Lancaster 
counties. 
All but the last three 


of these border the Missouri river. 
Petitions for action under the state 
law have been filed with Governor 
Bryan from Otoe and Richardson 
counties. 


Grubbing out old, scrubby apple 
trees on farms, which are Infested 
with insects and plant diseases 
likely to spread to commercial 
orchards, is one of the objectives 
embraced in tbe project.

Make Up Lost Time. 


Men who lose part of their work 


ing time 
on account of severe 


weather or unavoidable delays will 
have the right to make up as much 
as 10 hours of lost time within the 
next 20 days, but the limit for one 
man will continue at 130 hours per 
month. 


The rule originally promulgated 
restricting each CWA worker to 
$100 total wages Is no longer in ef- 
fect. The policy now Is to contin- 
ue men in employment through the 
winter. 


The minimum wage scale of 60 
cents per hour for ordinary labor 
and $130 for skilled workers will ap- 
ply henceforth on all jobs; but what 
is known as "semi-skilled labor" will 
be paid at the prevailing rate In the 
community where the work is be- 
ing done. "Whoever is in charge 
will have authority to decide the 
proper rate in each instance. If he 
cannot do so, the local civil works 
director will assist, and other per- 
sons may be called upon for ad- 
vice in this connection. The "semi- 
skilled" classification will take in 
helpers and those who have not had 
thorough experience in their respec- 
tive crafts. 


Where a project is being carried 
out with organzed labor, certificates 
of the local unions will be accepted 
as to whether men are entitled to 
draw pay as skilled workers. Else- 
where, a skilled man will be asked 
for credentials in the form of let- 
ters from previous employers. 
Union Issue Left Open. 


Whether operations are to be con- 
ducted with union labor or on an 
open shop basis will be left to the 
contractor in each case. Union 
members who may be employed on 
CWA projects are expected to reg- 
ister in the local employment of- 
fices, so as to complete the records 
kept by Hodge's organization. 
Director Hodge refused a request 
from the labor group to employ one 
of Its representatives in each local 
employment office to look after 
the interests of its union members. 
Hodge said he had received similar 
requests from the war veterans, col- 
ored people, unemployed leagues and 
councils, and had turned them all 
down because there are not enough 
funds to pay such special assistants. 
Foremen Are "Executives." 
An undrstanding was reached that 


foremen 
on CWA projects 
are 
classed as supervisory workers, or 
executives, and therefore will not 
come undsr the maximum 30-hour 
week 'rule, but may be on duty 
longer periods and receive such pay 


as they and their employers acres 
upon. 


Timekeepers, however, will be w- 


garded as regular CWA employes 
subject to the rules and regulations 
governing hours and wages. If the 
foreman acts as his own timekeep- 
er, he will not be so limited.

Albers Says Collection 


Rate Equals Last 


Year's Figures. 


County Treasurer William Albert 


Monday reported tax collections in 
the county for November and De- 
cember, 1933 equalled those for the 
corresponding months of 1932 from a 
comparative viewpoint. The treas- 
urer bases his statement on a re- 
port in whcih he calculates taxes 
last year were generally 10 per cent 
below those of the previous year.

CHILDREN AT PLAY. 


M 


ORE! than a week ago, one of the officers on the 
Lincoln police force called this newspaper to 


"request that something be written about children 
playing in the streets. He is a good officer. He had 
rather a remarkable story to tell. He said that in 
patrollng his beat, which embraces a large residen- 
tial section, it was not an uncommon weekly exper- 
ience to warn as many as 200 little youngsters to de- 
sist from playing in the streets, and that "frequently 
after having sent them from danger zones, he re- 
turned to find them back in the path of automobile 
traffic. 


Without any reference to the two tragic accidents 


of recent days, in which two children were killed, and 
parents were saddened and grief stricken by their 
tragic death, the appeal is worthy of attention. 


This has been a changing world, particularly in the 


cities and towns. Child life in its fun and play is 
unchanging. The youngster of today is just as heed- 
less and as thoughtless toward danger as his dad and 
and his granddad were before him. Whether it is a 
game of baseball, of football, of hooking a ride, or of 
coasting, or anything, In which juvenile spirits and 
energy find outlet, the game is the thing, and it is 
impossible to alter facts. Even fathers and mothers 
who spend a great deal of effort In endeavoring to 
keep their children out of danger discover that in 
the excitement of play, these tiny youngsters will lose 
all thought of traffic and subject themselves to pos- 
sible injury, or worse. 


Recognition of that places a peculiar responsibility 


upon the driver of an automobile, particularly dur- 
ing these winter months when ice and snow add to 
the difficulties of driving. 


But all of the vigilance and caution of automobile 


owners will not avert accidents, unless there is the 
fullest co-operation on the part of the parents. There 
is, we suppose, something of a spirit of daredeviltry 
in youth today, at least we know there was when we 
were boys. There always had to be a leader, and 
the faithful followers, and what the leader could 
not conjure up, his followers managed to devise. Most 
of the time it took on the color of innocent pranks, 
but the dangers which exist now were not prevalent 
then. It was possible to hook a ride behind the 
town's grouchiest man's buggy without inviting in- 
jury. It was possible to play in the streets without 
flirting \vith injuries from the flow of traffic. It was 
possible to make faces and hurl defiance, although 
on more than one occasion, it necessitated a hurried 
retreat at double quick time. 
But all that has 


changed, and today, every city, and the parents and 
the children in every city have a serious problem 
of safety. 


No amount of policing can make the streets safe. 
No amount of caution can eliminate those acci- 


dents which happen with a chilling suddeness. 


The only thing which can be done is for parents 


to assume responsibility at all times, and to exert 
every effort to keep youngsters from out the path 
of automobiles. It has been difficult to convince the 
public that every community as large as Lincoln 
needs regularly supervised playgrounds. It is never- 
theless an acute need, and money can not be better 
spent than that which goes toward insuring the 
safety of tiny tots. Under present conditions, it is a 
mutual responsibility of parents, of teachers, and the 
autoists, but those most concerned, those most af- 
fected—the dads and the mothers—should utilize 
every energy in impressing upon these tiny folk the 
danger of play in the streets.

Nebraska has been handled excellently, regardless of 
politics, and the party in power. And what may be 
said of the state's management, may be repeated 
with reference to cities and towns. There are many 
communities in the state which do not have u pen-

There are communities which never have 
Issued a bond, and which have operated on a cash 
basis since their establishment. 


Perhaps credit should go to the caution bred by 


bitter experience in the early years, and which in- 
spired a constitutional ban against incurring debt on 
the part of the statev Unquestionably, this mandate 
to pay as we go exercised an influence which en- 
abled the people of Nebraska to avoid piling up debts. 
It was never of greater service than it has been since 
1929, for as a result of it, the problem of finance in 
Nebraska has not been nearly as acute as it has in 
other states. 


ORIGINAL MANUSCRIPT. 


ABRAHAM LINCOLN, so the record reads, hastily 


scribbled the lines of his Gettysburg address on 


the back of an envelope. 


In New York last Friday, the original manuscript 


of Francis Scott Key's "Star Spangled Banner" was 
sold at public auction for $24,000. 


It was written under the excitement of the bom- 


bardment of Fort McHenry in 1814, without prepara- 
tion or thought. It is not surprising then that ordi- 
nary note paper served its purpose, or that, consid- 
ering the years which have passed, the ink Is brown 
and hardly distinguishable. But its purchaser offered 
only this comment: 


"It's priceless and cheap at any price." 
The successful bidder won only after a struggle 


with staid business men supposedly devoid of senti- 
ment. One, a manufacturer, drew $10,000 from the 
bank on the morning of the auction and borrowed 
$5.000 more, to drop out bitterly disappointed, after 
the price had reached $16,000. Still another business 
man was willing to part with $20,000, but the manu- 
script went to Dr. A. a. W. Rosenbach, a noted bi- 
bliophile. The Key manuscript was entitled original- 
ly "The Defense of Fort McHenry,—An Episode of 
the War of 1812."

that the layman would recognize 
strychnine poisoning. 


ANSWER, 


My article was not designed to 
instruct people to attempt to recog- 
nize or treat strychnine poisoning 
themselves, but partly for general 
information and dissemination of 
the knowledge that there is aa ef- 
fective antidote for strychnine that 
has-been developed by experiments 
in modern medicine. That as I 
take it. is part of the duty of this 
column. Secondly, the article was 
designed to serve as a preventive 
warning to parents who might pos- 
sibly leave sugar-coated cathartic 
pills which have a dosage of-strych- 
nine in them where a child or baby 
would be attracted by the sugar 
coating and eat enough to cause 
strychnine poisoning.

singleton 
heart— either king or 


knave — since north may hold the 
ace-king, or even ace-king-knave, 
with west void. 
In case west holds both the king 
and knave north has but the single- 
ton ace and must shift.

Bids to inhibit the lead of a 
dangerous suit, while now generally 
quickly recognized in bridge players 
of all degrees of skill, still serve 
their uses even when the competi- 
tion is keenest, as William K. Bar- 
ret of Georgia proved in the recent 
Vanderbilt cup match in New York, 
playing against no less worthy an- 
tagonists than Waldemar von Zedt- 
wltz and Harold S. Vanderbilt. 


As a direct result of his lead-

annual report, echoing the words of 
President Roosevelt to congress, sug- 
gests continuation of the three-cent 
rate to help whittle down an ex- 
pected bulky postal deficit for the 
con.ing year. • 


Unless the three cent rate is re- 
enacted by" congress before it auto- 
matically expires on July 1, Farley 
foresees a postal deficit of $190,000,- 
000 for the year 1935. He estimates 
the higher rate brought the post of- 
fice $75,000,000 extra last year. 


The postmaster general reports 
postal business declined last year for 
the third year in succession, and an- 
nounces a $112,374,892 postal deficit 
for the year. Expenditures were cut 
sharply but totaled $700,006,256. he 
says, while income also fell off to a 
$587,631,364 level.
